This programme 
requires linguistic competence in both Greek and Latin 
and emphasizes the aesthetic appreciation of the 
masterpieces of classical literature. 


Joint honours and majors programmes with other 
departments - History, Modern Languages and Linguistics, 
Theology, Philosophy - can be arranged through the 
Chairmen of the respective departments. 


Elective Opportunities: Any course offered by the Classics Department may be 
taken by the qualified student as an ELECTIVE. 
Students honouring or majoring in History, English, 
Theology, Philosophy, Modern Languages, Linguistics, 
Sociology, Drama, Third World Programme, will find 
courses in Classics which are closely related to 
their chosen disciplines.
